TEHRAN. Iran (A P) — E arth 
trem ors today rocked Turkey and 
Soviet Armenia near the frontier 
of Iran as this nation dug out of 
the ruins of a quake thai the shah 
said killed at least 10,000 persons. 
Tile shah began a tour of the 
northwest region which was dealt 
a deadly blow Saturday as reports 
cam e 
of 
new 
earth 
rumblings 
within 400 miles across the Irani­ 
an border. 
Moderately strong shocks shook 
the Turkish town of Igdir, near 
the Soviet frontier, and dam aged 
about a quarter of the buildings. 
There were no im m ediate reports 
of any deaths. Igdir 
has 10,000 
population. 
The Soviet news agene* 
Tass 
said a fairly strong earthquake 
hit Soviet Arm enia at 3 a.m . and 
was followed by 14 weak trem ors. 
Yerevan, a big modernized citv 
at the foot of Mi. Araiat, felt the 
rumblings. 
The 
Soviet 
agenes 
gave no details on possible casus' 
ties or dam age. 
The Shah of Iran was on a two-

NEW YORK (A P)—Businessmen 
are joining consum ers in taking 
the stock m arket break in stride 
and sticking to their earlier esti­ 
m ate of the course of the econo­ 
my. 
Individual 
companies 
have 
changed 
their plans for capital 
spending this year, hut industry 
as a whole is set now to put out 
just as many dollars this year as 
it was in F ebruary before the gov­ 
ernm ent clash with Big Steel or in 
May 
before 
the 
stock 
m arket 
break. 
The D epartm ent of Com merce 
says 
its 
August 
survey 
shows 
spending this year is planned at 
$57.2 billion. This is up 8 per cent 
from last year and tops the pre- 
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vious record of $36.9 6 billion in 
19 57. 
All of this is fine, ex cept— 
At the start of the y ear the gov­ 
ernm ent had counted on a p er­ 
centage 
increase 
of 
twice 
that 
amount. It built its federal budget 
around tax receipts tuned to that, 
and to a greater gain in consum er 
spending 
than 
m aterialized, 
a1-; 
though this too is ahead of 19 61., 
And it counted on these increases 
> provide the economic growth 
lhat would whittle the jobless to­ 
tal below' 5 per cent of the total 
labor force. 
That hope vanished some tim e 
back 
But today the governm ent, 
business 
ex ecutives, 
and 
stock 
traders are taking com fort from 
two facts—consum er spending did 
advance, if not as much as hoped, 
and neither all the talk about the 
government clash with business in

nomic growth, w henever it may 
come.

see if the big drop rn stock prices 
in late spring would trim business 
spending plans. The departm ent s 
August survey gives no clue to 
business ex ecutive’s thinking along 
this line. It m erely reveals that as 
yet the totals, as apart from in­ 
dividual com panies’ plans, haven’t 
changed.

Making It Tougher 


As though existing difficulties in the way 
of manned lunar flight were insufficient, 
the July 9 high altitude nuclear tests in the 
mid-Pacifie pose a further conceivable ob­ 
stacle. 
A new radiation belt varying in height 
from 200 to 500 miles is reported to have 
been formed as a result of the United Stat­ 
es test. The belt e x I s t e d at the time the 
Soviet cosmonauts Nikolayev and Popov­ 
ich made — according to Moscow — their 
twin orbital flight, but whether it harmed 
them isn’t yet known, according to Dr. 
James A. Van Allen, space radiation ex ­ 
pert. 
Revelation of the new 
radiation 
belt 
adds credence to the contention of those 
who assert the “twin flight” was another 
Russian space hoax. 
Radiation is a hazard of space travel 
known. Ifs widely taken for granted that 
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success in the manned lunar expedition is 
simply a matter, of time and sufficient mo­ 
ney. 


But nobody knows whether the biomed­ 
ical problems surrounding such a f l i g h t 
ever will be surmounted. No human being 
or animal has yet passed through tile Van 
Allen radiation belts which stretch from a 
point about 600 miles from the earth to a 
point as much as 100.000 miles distant. 
The new belt created by the nuclear 
high altitude test is said to be “temporary” 
but the Van Allen belts will remain as a 
permanent threat to lunar astronauts. 
Lead shielding about three 
feet thick 
would be required to afford the sam e pro­ 
tection as the earth’s a t m o s p h e r e . 
It wouldn't be feasible for weight reasons 
to build a space ship with lead shielding 
that thick. 


Abstract Debt Figure 


How much is one billion dollars? In go­ 
vernment finance, where as a statistic it 
has a meaning, it can be understood, but 
for the individual it is an abstract, like the 
light years which divide us from a star. 
The United States national debt has now 
passed the $300 billion mark. This is a rec­ 
ord — a landmark in the county’s financial 
history. 
A backward glance is needed to get a 
glimmering of what this means. In what 
were, for the United States the sunny days 
of 1915, the country’s national debt was 
$1.2 billion. In 47 years it has multiplied 


250 times. In that sam e year of 1915, the 
national debt worked out at $11.85 for ev­ 
ery man, w o in a n and child in the coun 
try. Now it is more than $1,600 for every 
man. woman and child. 
It does not matter which way this figure 
is turned, it is still an immense amount of 
money on which interest must be paid. 
The First World War period added $21 bil­ 
lion; the Second World War period $210 bil­ 
lion, and the Korean War period another, 
$17 billion. Since 1949, the debt has risen j 
$50 billion.

NEW YORK (AP (—Businessmen 
are joining consumers in taking 
the stock m arket break in stride 
and sticking to their earlier esti­ 
m ate of the course of the econo­ 
my. 
Individual 
com panies 
have 
changed 
their plans for capital 
spending this year, but industry 
as a whole is set now to put out 
just as many dollars this year as 
it was in F ebruary before the gov­ 
ernment clash with Big Steel or in 
May 
before 
the 
stock 
m arket 
break. 
The D epartm ent of Commerce 
says 
its 
August 
survey 
shows 
spending this year is planned at 
$;>7.2 billion. This is up 8 per cent 
from last year and tops the pre* 
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nous record of $36.96 billion in 
1957. 
AU of this is fine, except— 
At the start of the year the gov­ 
ernm ent had counted on a p er­ 
centage 
increase 
of 
twice 
that 
amount. It built its federal budget, 
around tax receipts tuned to t h a t ,; 
and to a g reater gain in consumer 
spending 
than 
materialized,

though this too is ahead of 1961. 
And it counted on these increases 
> provide the economic growth 
that would whittle the jobless to­ 
tal below 5 per cent of the total 
labor force.

But more and m ore are ex­ 
pressing the belief that if it m a­ 
terializes it will be mild and that 
the basic strength of the economy 
isn’t menaced at this time.

Delayed Justice 


Charles Dickens aroused his na 
tion's ire by tales of the slowness 
of the courts because justice delay­ 
ed is .justice deprived. Swift, cap­ 
ricious decisions are truly evil, hut 
nothing can be worse than a case 
that is held up until witnesses die 
and the facts are forgotten and the 
contestants are in bankruptcy. 
Under Adm inistrative I.aw', now 
in vogue, the delays can be merci 
less. Perhaps the best exam ple of 
that is the distressing state of our 
railroads which should have had 
am ple opportunity to m erge and 
become efficient, but which have 
been held in a state of suspense 
by the Interstate Com m erce Com­ 
mission.
